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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  falls  to  my  lot  to  compile  this,  the  18th  Report,  of  Dr. 
R.  G.  Smithson.  I  would  emphasise  that  the  facts  and  figures 
here  presented  represent  his  work,  and  that,  although  my 
signature  is  appended,  I  am  only  writing  this  as  agent  for 
him.  Dr.  Smithson’s  illness  and  subsequent  death  has  come  as 
a  great  shock  to  very  many  people.  A  man  of  indomitable 
courage,  he  was  a  staunch  ally  and  a  formidable  opponent.  It 
is  certain  that  during  his  long  service  with  your  Authority  his 
sole  interest  was  the  welfare  of  the'  community  which  he 
served.  As  a  colleague  and  professional  neighbour  through¬ 
out  the  whole  of  his  service,  I  can  recall  very  many  instances 
where  he'  stoutly  defended  the  interests  of  your  area  and 
fought  for  its  consideration  and  advancement.  Dr.  Smithson 
will  certainly  be  missed,  not  least  by  the  old  people  in  whose 
welfare  he  took  such  a  personal  interest. 

The  contents  of  this  report  will  indicate  a  general  state 
of  affairs  which  can  be  regarded  as  extremely  satisfactory. 
The  District  continues  to  develop  and  a  very  considerable 
volume  of  building,  both  Local  Authority  and  private,  has 
taken  place  during  the  year.  One’  imagines  that  further  ex¬ 
pansion  is  inevitable  as  pressure  from  neighbouring  County 
Boroughs  for  the  accommodation  of  overspill  population  con¬ 
tinues  to  increase. 

I  will  comment  later  in  the  report  on  the  figures  relating 
to  the'  incidence  of  infectious  disease. 

The  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  are  com¬ 
mitted  to  an  expanding  scheme  of  Public  Health  provision  in 
the  field  of  Child  Welfare.  A  long  term  plan  is  being 
drawn  up  for  further  clinic  provision  throughout  the  area.  As 
far  as  possible,  the  trend  for  the'  Public  Health  Service  is 
being  anticipated,  and  the  provision  of  new  purpose-built  pre¬ 
mises  is  being  considered.  At  the  present  time,  plans  are 
afoot  for  a  multi-purpose  clinic  at  Wetherby.  This  is  to  be 
of  the  type  recently  approved  by  the  County  Council,  with 
the  intention  that  the  use  of  the  premises  will  be  shared  by 
General  Practitioners  working  in  the  area.  It  is  thought  that 
this  will  give  benefit  to  both  the  family  doctors  and  to  the 
Local  Authority  services.  In  some  parts  of  the  county  this 
type  of  clinic  is  already  in  being,  and  first  reports  indicate 
that  considerable  advantages  have  been  gained. 
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One  of  the  difficulties  of  caring  for  a  scattered  rural  area 
is  the'  relative  smallness  of  aggregations  of  population,  and 
a  small  purpose-built  type  of  clinic,  known  as  a  “mini-clinic,” 
has  been  designed  intended  to  serve  villages  with  populations 
of  from  1,000  to  3,000.  At  the  present  time  no  clinic  of  this 
type  is  projected  for  the  Wetherby  area,  but  the  needs  of  the 
District  are  being  closely  observed  and  should  justification 
arise  I  will  not  hesitate  to  press  for  a  new  clinic  in  any  part 
of  your  District  where  I  feel  it  to  be  justified. 

Increased  co-operation  between  the  Pubic  Health  Service 
and  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  has  now  become  a 
matter  of  County  Council  policy.  In  furtherance  of  this  aim, 
Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  Home  Nurse's  are  being  “  at¬ 
tached  “  to  groups  of  General  Practitioners,  the  aim  and  in¬ 
tention  being  that  the  Nurses  will  work  solely  amongst  the 
patients  of  each  particular  practice  and  will  no  longer  be 
restricted  to  working  in  one  small  geographical  area.  It  is, 
as  yet,  early  to  evaluate  the  results.  First  reports  indicate 
that  the  new  disposition  is  welcomed  by  both  Nurses  and 
Doctors,  but  we  shall  have  to  proceed  in  the  light  of  experi¬ 
ence.  It  is  certain  that  a  closer  liaison  between  the  two 
branches  of  the  medical  service  is  a  very  desirable  end  and, 
properly  administered,  should  prove  of  great  benefit  to  all 
concerned. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Service  introduced  after  the  passing 
of  the  1959  Mental  Health  Act,  is  now  in  full  activity,  the 
work  is  increasing,  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  enjoy  a 
close  liaison  with  the  Local  Mental  Hospitals  and  their  staffs. 
Some’  account  of  the  work  will  be  included  later  in  this  report. 

I  cannot  end  without  expressing  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  yourselves,  and  the  Clerk  and  Officers  of  your  Council,  for 
the  many  kindnesses  which  I  have  received  from  you  all 
during  the  very  difficult  period  of  Dr.  Smithson’s  illness.  Com¬ 
ing  as  a  stranger  it  was  a  rather  daunting  prospect  to  be,  as 
it  were,  pitchforked  into  a  completely  new  set-up.  Everyone 
has  been  most  kind  and  helpful  and  has  done  everything  pos¬ 
sible  to  ease  my  path.  For  this  I  am  most  grateful.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  birth  rate  at  18.5  per  thousand 
of  the  population  approximates  to  the  National  Figure,  whilst 
the  death  rate1  is  very  much  lower  and  is,  indeed,  appreciably 
lower  than  that  for  the  aggregate  Rural  Districts  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  at  20.2  can  be  considered  reason¬ 
ably  satisfactory  and  again  conforms  closely  to  the  national 
average. 

From  the  Registrar-General's  list  of  cases  of  death  in  the 
District  during  1964,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  death,  the  number  of  deaths  so  registered,  and  the 
corresponding  death  rates  per  thousand  population  were : 
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1.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Disease  82,  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  3.23 

2  Cancer  ....  .....  .  40,  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  1.58 

3.  Intra  Cranial  Vascular  Lesions  31,  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  1.22 

4.  Bronchitis  . ,  ....  11,  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  0.43 

It  is  distressing  to  note  a  further  slight  increase  in  Lung 
Cancer  which  this  year  accounted  for  8  deaths.  1  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  there  is  some  association  betwe'en  smoking  and 
lung  cancer,  and  I  feel  it  only  fair  that  this  view  should  be 
made  known.  If  people  indulge  in  smoking  that  is  their 
affair,  but  the  least  that  we  can  do  is  to>  ensure  that  the  risks 
attendant  on  this  habit  are  recognised,  and  that  people  who 
indulge  in  it  should  be  made  aware  of  the  possibility  that  they 
may  be  contributing  to  their  own  untimely  demise. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

These  have  been  extremely  comprehensively  dealt  with 
in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  I  cannot 
usefully  add  to  his  comments  but  would  wholeheartedly  sup¬ 
port  all  the  points  he  raises. 

I  feel  that  the  environmental  services  operating  in  your 
District  are  run  at  a  high  pitch  of  efficiency  and  it  would  be 
difficult  to  imagine1  a  more  competent  service.

The  only  noteworthy  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was 
the  expected  prevalence  of  measles.  This  accounted  for  354 
notifications  and  followed  the  familiar  biennial  incidence  which 
is  the  established  pattern  in  this  disease.  No  complications 
were  reported,  and  no  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.  A  con¬ 
trol  trial  of  a  new  measles  vaccine  is  being  undertaken  at  the 
present  time  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  including  areas 
in  the  West  Riding.  The  results  so  far  are  encouraging,  and 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  within  a  year  or  two  an 
effective  means  of  protection  against  measles  will  be  univers¬ 
ally  available.  Although  measles  is  at  pre'sent  a  relatively 
mild  disease,  increases  in  virulence  are  known  to  occur,  and 
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this  has  been  known  tO'  give  rise  to  serious  complications  such 
as  blindness,  meningitis  and  permanent  deafness.  It  is  our 
aim  that  a  me'ans  of  protection  should  be  available  with  a 
view  to  eliminating  measles  from  the  community  as  an  epi¬ 
demic  disease. 

I  am  rather  disappointed  to  find  that  40  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  were  notified  in  1964.  This  is  a  considerable  increase 
on  the  previous  ye’ar  and  the  reasons  are  hard  to  evaluate. 
At  the  present  time  about  80%  of  children  have  been  given 
protection  against  this  disease.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge 
the  bulk  of  children  who  have  contracted  the  disease  during 
the  year  were  not  immunised.  Further,  it  is  known  that  about 
5%  of  protected  children  can  develop  the  disease  in  a  modified 
form.  Be  that  as  it  may,  our  aim  and  ambition  is  that  100% 
of  the  gene’ral  population  shall  be  given  protection  against 
Whooping  Cough,  and  it  is  our  intention  to  do  all  we  can  to 
ensure  this,  possibly,  unattainable  outcome. 

For  the  rest,  infectious  disease  was  an  entirely  negative 
factor,  and  you  wll  note  tihat  not  only  no  case  was  sent  to 
hospital  but  that  no  death  occurred  in  any  notifiable  infectious 
disease.

An  increase  of  6  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
occurred.  These,  I  understand,  were  entirely  accounted  for 
by  people  moving  into  your  District  during  the  year  and  do 
not  represent  an  increase  of  infe’ction  amongst  the  indigenous 
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population.  I  think  you  will  find  that  next  year  will  show  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  and 
it  is  certainly  my  considered  opinion,  based  on  close  study  of 
the  epidemiology  of  Tuberculosis,  that  it  is  destined  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  decrease  as  a  disease  of  epidemic  social  significance 
and,  given  a  continuance  of  present  environmental  conditions, 
will  in  the  future  give  rise  only  to  isolated  cases.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 
Ante- Natal  Care 

Facilities  for  expectant  mothers  are'  offered  at  both  static 
and  mobile  clinics.  The  number  of  mothers  attending  for  this 
purpose  is  dwindling  each  year  as  more  and  more  expectant 
mothers  are  receiving  their  ante-natal  care  from  their  own 
private  practitioners. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  recruitment  of  midwifery 
staff  met  with  more  success  than  has  been  experienced  for 
some  years,  and  whilst  the  establishment  was  not  filled  we 
ended  the  year  in  a  much  better  position. 

We  welcome  to  the  staff  Miss  Davies  (Midwife),  Miss 
Bowen,  Mrs.  Hudson  and  Mrs.  Lee  (Home  Nurses).  Miss 
Penistone  left  us  to  take  her  Health  Visitor’s  Course  and  we 
hope  to  have  her  services  later  in  that  capacity.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Health  Visitors  tested  784 
babies  for  Phenylketonuria.  One'  positive  result  was  con¬ 
firmed  by  laboratory  tests.  575  babies  were  examined  for 
congenital  abnormalities,  and  we  discovered  14  abnormalities. 


Clinic  Facilities 

In  1964  there  were  no  changes  in  the  Clinic  facilities  avail¬ 
able  but  there  was  a  slight  drop  in  tfm  attendances. 

The  figures  show  that  in  the  Static  Clinics  1,219  children 
under  the  age  of  five  attended  on  8,910  occasions,  and  7  ex¬ 
pectant  mothers  made  28  attendances.  Two  mothers  only 
attended  for  pre-natal  examination. 

The  Relaxation  Classes  were  attended  by  125  mothers  on 
698  occasions. 

The  Mobile  Clinic  makes  22  points  of  call  and  4,091  at¬ 
tendances  were  made  by  children  under  five  years  of  age. 
8  expectant  mothers  made  10  attendances.

Dr.  Prosser  visited  the  Tadcaster  Clinic  on  10  occasions 
during  the  year  and  saw  34  children  who  made  38  attendances.

EYE  CLINIC

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS— CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 
(i)  Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Visitors  visited  55  cases  and  made  161  effec¬ 
tive  visits  during  the  year. 

The  Chest  Physicians  vaccinated  18  contacts  of  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  667  school  children  were'  offered  B.C.G.  vac¬ 
cination,  504  agreed  to  be  tested  and  462  were  in  fact  tested. 
98  gave  a  positive  reaction  and  out  of  the  remaining  364 
children,  343  were  vaccinated.  Of  the’  310  children  tested  in 
1963,  264  were  available  for  re-testing  in  1964.  244  of  these 
showed  a  satisfactory  Mantoux  positive,  6  had  reverted  to 
negative,  and  in  14  cases  the  result  was  not  ascertained.  The 
6  cases  who  had  reverted  to  the  negative  condition  were 
offered  re-vaccination. 

All  students  at  the  Agricultural  Training  College  were 
offered  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis.  24  accepted  Man¬ 
toux  testing,  14  were  positive  and  7  were  finally  vaccinated. 

There  are  3  patients  who  are  receiving  free  milk  under 
the  County  Council  Scheme. 

During  the  year  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the 
Askham  Bryan  Agricultural  College  and  Thorner.  At  our 
special  request  160  students  and  staff  at  Askham  Bryan  were 
examined  and  223  people  in  Thorner  attended  the  special 
session.

“  There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  referrals  to  the 
Department  during  the  year,  indicated  by  the  figures  below. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  there  was  a  marked  increase 
in  the  number  referred  from  General  Practitioners;  this  is, 
I  think,  due  to  the  good  liaison  between  the  Department  and 
the  General  Practitioners. 


Psychiatric  Social  Club 

The  “  Handshake  Club  ”  was  opened  in  January,  1964,  in 
the  Clinic  premises,  Leeds  Road,  Tadcaster,  at  first  held  fort¬ 
nightly  each  Tuesday  evening  7-10  p.m.  From  September  the 
Club  was  held  weekly  at  the  request  of  members.  39  mem¬ 
bers  were  enrolled  during  the  year,  average  attendance  being 
12. 


Assistance  with  transport  for  persons  in  the  rural  areas 
was  freely  given  by  members  of  the  Round  Table  organisation. 
Included  in  the  activities  was  a  visit  to  the  Pantomime  and  an 
invitation  to  York  Club  for  a  Halloween  Party.”

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WELFARE  OF  THE  AGED 


Mr.  Whiteley,  the  District  Welfare  Officer,  writes  as 
follows : — 

“  In  the  two  rural  dstricts  there  are  now  23  Clubs  and 
Parish  Welfare  Committees  which  continue  to  provide  interest 
and  activities  such  as  outings  and  holiday  tours  for  the  elderly. 
An  Executive  Committee  in  each  Rural  District  holds  quar¬ 
terly  meetings  with  the  object  of  co-ordinating  the  activities 
of  the  Member  Clubs  and  sharing  of  ideas  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  elderly. 

The  scheme  whereby  Wardens  are  employed  on  Council 
housing  estates  where  elderly  persons  are  connected  to  the 
Warden’s  house  with  either  a  warning  bell  or  speech  inter¬ 
communication  is  expanding.  It  is  hoped  that  the  system  of 
having  Wardens  caring  for  people  living  in  private  properties 
will  be  introduced  in  the  near  future. 

The  Meals  on  Wtheels  service  is  being  extended  slowly. 
The  chief  difficulty  is  the  obtaining  of  transport  to  deliver  the 
meals.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  organisers  and  helpers.  Their 
efforts  are  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients  of  the  meals. 
Meals  under  this  scheme  can  only  be  supplied  to  those  indi¬ 
viduals  whose  need  has  been  established,  usually  on  a  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  doctor  or  a  health  visitor.” 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  demand  for  Chiropody  is  steadily  growing,  and  last 
year  1,434  persons  received  treatment.  In  detail,  1,210  patients 
received  4,800  treatments  at  the  Chiropody  Centres,  whilst 
224  patients  we’re  treated  on  815  occasions  in  their  own  homes. 

CO-ORDINATING  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 
CHILDREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED  IN  THEIR 
OWN  HOMES 

The  Committee  dealing  with  problem  families  meets  quar¬ 
terly  throughout  the  year.  The  attendance  at  these  meetings 
is  quite  good  and  as  far  as  results  are  concerned  over  the  long 
term  it  does  appear  that  the  co-ordination  of  effort,  which  is 
the  particular  aim  of  the  Committee,  is  attained.  There  were 
12  cases  on  the  list  for  consideration  at  the  end  of  the’  year.

To:  The  Rural  District  Council  of  Wetherby. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  as  your  Engineer,  Surveyor 
and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  giving  details  of  the  work 
in  my  department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1964 
(Financal  details  and  Report  on  Public  Cleansing  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1965). 

The  year  has  been  one  of  steady  and  marked  progress, 
all  members  of  the  staff  have  worked  under  considerable 
pressure. 

The  feature  which  I  have  mentioned  for  three  successive 
years  of  intensification  of  building  throughout  your  district 
has  continued,  and  again  for  a  fourth  year  there  has  been 
created  a  record  in  respect  of  the  number  of  completed  houses, 
but  at  the  year  end  the  number  of  houses  under  construction 
showed  a  sharp  reduction  on  that  reported  a  year  ago.  This 
is  a  reflection  on  the  economic  restrictions  which  has  resulted 
in  a  marked  slowing  down  of  private  enterprise  building.  It 
would  appear,  however,  to  be  a  temporary  feature.

The  general  improvement  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
your  district  in  regard  to  water  supply,  drainage,  sewage  dis¬ 
posal,  sanitary  conveniences,  housing  and  public  cleansing, 
has  continued.  The  new  powers  for  dealing  wth  shops  and 
offices  came  into  operation  and  work  in  that  conne'ction  has 
now  commenced. 

During  the  year  the  district  has  suffered  from  the  national 
policy  of  railway  closures,  and  the  line  from  Leeds  to  Wiether- 
by  has  been  closed  to  all  forms  of  traffic,  and  the’  Harrogate- 
Church  Fenton  line  has  been  closed  for  passenger  traffic. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  mention  the  pro¬ 
tracted  illness  of  Dr.  Smithson  and  his  death  early  in  1965. 
Dr.  Smithson  had  a  ve’ry  keen  concern  for  all  aspects  of  public 
health  and  welfare  and  he  will  be  very  much  missed. 

I  have  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  and  assistance  received  from  the  Council  and  also  from 
my  fellow  officers  of  the  Council  and  of  the  other  Authorities 
with  which  the  work  of  the  Council  is  associated.

(b)  New  Legislation 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and 
the  Housing  Act,  1964,  came  into  operation  in  1964.  Other 
legislation  affecting  the  Council  is  the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers 
Act,  1964,  and  the  Water  Resources  Act,  1963. 

(c)  Manual  Workers. 

The  establishment  of  workmen  is  now  44,  and  38  have 
been  consistently  employed.  There  were  at  the  year  end  four 
vacancies.  Again  there  has  been  a  considerable’  movement  of 
labour,  and  recruitment  has  been  difficult.  To  this  extent  the 
Council  decided  to  introduce  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  for 
the  Public  Cle’ansing  workmen.  This  commenced  in  April 
and  was  the  subject  of  minor  amendments  in  August.  The 
scheme  is  a  voluntary  one  and  three  refuse  crews  are  now 
participating.  The  scheme  appears  to  have  made  a  significant 
contribution  to  the’  maintenance  of  the  essential  service  of 
refuse  collection  and  disposal.  As  more  men  can  be  persuaded 
to  take  part  in  the  scheme,  so  should  the  full  effect  be  realised, 
of  benefit  both  to  the  workmen  and  to  the  ratepayers  alike. 
During  the  year  1  workman  died  and  5  other  men  left  the 


service  of  the  Council.  6  new  men

(d)  Staff 

The  additional  establishment  of  a  Building  Inspector  was 
filled  in  the  year  by  Mr.  A.  Sweet.  Mr.  T.  Spence,  Senior 
Draughtsman,  left  the’  service  of  the  Council  and  he  was  re¬ 
placed  by  Mr.  G.  Smith.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  Mr.  C. 
Betts  has  obtained  further  endorsements  to  his  Higher  Na¬ 
tional  Certificate  in  Building. 

(e)  Office  Accommodation 

Alterations  were  completed  to  the  old  Police  Station  and 
this  was  occupied  by  the  Finance  Department.  Minor  alter¬ 
ations  have  been  carried  out  to  that  part  of  the  Offices  thus 
vacated  for  later  occupation  by  the  Department  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  main  extensions.  The' 
reinforced  concrete  frame  was  ordered  for  delivery  early  in 
1965  and  the  scheme  was  out  to  tende’r  at  the  year  end. 

(f)  Depot 

The  provision  of  additional  stores  and  offices  for  the 
foreman  and  storekeeper  has  now  been  completed  and  has 
materially  facilitated  the  operation  of  the  depot. 

(g)  Local  Government  Boundary  Commission 

During  the  year  your  Council  formally  objected  to  the 
proposals  of  the  Local  Government  Boundary  Commission 
arising  from  its  report  in  respect  of  the  West  Yorkshire 
Special  Review  Area  to  transfer  part  of  the  parishes  of  Hare- 
wood  and  Thorner  to  the  City  of  Leeds. 

The  final  report  of  the  Yorkshire  and  West  Midlands 
General  Review  Area  was  also  issued,  which  proposed  the 
transfer  to  the  North  Riding  County  Council  from  the  West 
Riding  of  the  area  generally  north  of  the  rivers  Nidd  and 
Crimple  would  leave'  certain  parishes  of  an  adjoining  rural 
district  within  the  West  Riding.  These  parishes  are  contigu¬ 
ous  to  your  northern  boundary  and  accordngly  representations 
were  made  by  the  Council  that  this  area  could  be  conveniently 
incorporated  within  your  district. 
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II.  TOWN  PLANNING  AND  BUILDING  CONTROL 


(a)  General 

1,628  Planning  and  Byelaw  applications  were  dealt  with 
compared  with  1,840  in  the  previous  year.  The  reduction  is 
mainly  in  Planning  applications  and  reflects  the  shortage  of 
building  land  in  the  area.  Although  the  number  of  application 
has  been  reduced,  the  work  connected  with  the  applications 
received  has  increased.  The  applications  now  being  received 
are  in  general  much  more  difficult  to  deal  with  than  applica¬ 
tions  received  some'  years  ago,  as  they  raise  more  planning 
problems  and  involve  greate'r  consideration  in  arriving  at 
correct  decisions. 

There  is  an  increasing  tendency  for  the  planning  register 
to  be  inspected  by  and  objections  made  by  persons  residing 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  developments. 

The  detailed  examination  of  plans  for  compliance  with 
Byelaws  has  now  been  facilitated  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Building  Inspector.  This  work  and  outside  building  inspection 
is  being'  done  much  more  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  than  in 
the  past. 

1  must,  however,  again  reiterate  that  the  Council’s  statu¬ 
tory  powers  do  not  extend  to  matters  other  than  those  con¬ 
tained  in  legislation,  and  that  the  Council  cannot  act  as  an 
arbitrator  of  quality  for  purchasers  of  property.  The’  Council 
has  no  power  to  secure  quality  construction  or  prevent  shoddy 
work  outside  the  specific  requirements  of  the  Byelaws. 

The  year  has  resulted  in  another  record  being  established 
in  relation  to  the  total  number  of  houses  completed.  420 
houses  compared  with  400  in  1963.  Over  70%  of  these  houses 
have  been  built  in  the'  central  area  of  the  district  and  this 
trend  would  appear  to  be  a  continuing  one. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  long  awaited  review  of  the 
Wietherby  Town  Map  has  not  yet  been  completed  although 
work  thereon  has  commenced.  A  realistic  map  for  Wetherby 
is  urgently  required.  The  County  Planning  Officer  has  been 
consulted  in  relation  to  the  need  for  Village  plans  for  the 
larger  villages,  and  subject  to  the  availability  of  staff,  it  is 
expected  that  after  a  Rural  Assessment  Survey  has  been  car¬ 
ried  out  some  village  plans  will  be  prepared.  There’  is  a 
particularly  urgent  case  for  a  village  plan  for  Boston  Spa  and 
adjacent  parishes.  The  existing  village  plan  (which  was  hur¬ 
riedly  prepared  some  years  ago)  was  criticised  by  an  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  his 
report  on  a  planning  inquiry,  who  suggested  the  need  for  a 
comprehensive  village  plan. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  ensuing  year  will  see  further  progress 
in  the  provision  of  these  necessary  aids  to  Planning  Control 
for  the  correct  development  of  the  district. 

Other  associated  matters  connected  with  development  in 
the'  district  are  the  proposals  to  erect  a  Motor  Inn  and  two 
hotels  at  Wetherby,  for  which  outline  planning  consent  has 
been  given.  A  proposal  to  erect  a  large  Motel  at  Kirk  Deigh- 
ton  did  not  secure  approval  from  your  Council,  and  after  this 
matter  had  been  referred  to  the  County  References  Sub- 
Committee  the  County  Council  agreed  with  the  views  of  your 
Council  and  refused  consent  for  the  development. 

The  proposal  of  the  Prison  Commissions  to  construct  a 
new  security  prison  with  associated  housing  at  Tockwith 
resulted  in  considerable’  local  opposition.  Discussions  were 
held  with  the  representatives  of  the  Prison  Commissioners 
and  the  County  Planning  Department,  and  the  view  was  ex¬ 
pressed  that  this  development  could  be  more  properly  accom¬ 
modated  in  other  parts  of  Yorkshire,  and  this  Councirs  area 
had  received  more  than  its  fair  share  of  penal  establishments. 
The  decision  in  this  matter  has  not  yet  bee’n  made  and  will  be 
awaited  with  interest.  A  new  Remand  Centre  for  100  boys 
is  under  construction  adjoining  the  Thorp  Arch  Open  Prison, 
the  estimated  cost  of  this  is  £300,000. 

(b)  Trunk  and  other  Road  Improvements 

The'  improvement  of  the  Trunk  Road  A1  to  the  south  of 
Wetherby  is  now  virtually  completed.  Final  details  have  been 
settled  for  the  construction  of  a  fly-over  to  carry  Wetherby- 
York  road  over  Wetherby  Bye-pass.  Work  on  this  is  expected 
to  commence  in  1965.  As  indicated  in  my  last  report,  the 
southern  terminal  of  the  Wetherby  By-pass  is  most  unsatis¬ 
factory  in  that  it  causes  considerable  hold-up  of  traffic  and 
gives  rise  to  appreciable  confusion  to  road  users.  The  early 
solution  of  this  problem  is  of  some  importance. 

The  service  area  signs  indicating  the  services  available  in 
Wetherby  which  were  erected  experimentally  on  the  trunk 
road,  have  now  been  removed,  as  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
would  not  consent  to  their  continued  display.  This  decision 
is  peculiar,  as  it  is  observed  that  signs  giving  similar  inform¬ 
ation  have  been  erected  (within  highway  limits)  at  the  ap¬ 
proaches  to  other  towns  on  the  same  trunk  road  in  Yorkshire. 
Outline  proposals  for  a  new  road  to  replace  the  A58  Wetherby 
to  Leeds  Road  and  to  act  as  a  by-pass  to  the  villages  of 
Collingham,  Bardsey  and  Scarcroft  have  been  discussed  with 
the  County  Highways  Department.  A  very  large  measure  of 
agreement  has  been  reached  regarding  the  details  of  this 
routing.  This  road  would  appear  to  be  one  of  some  urgency 
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in  view  of  the  considerable  overloading  of  the  A58  by  traffic 
where  there  is  a  continual  increase  ye'ar  by  year  in  the  volume 
of  traffic  using  the  road.  Any  improvement  of  the  traffic  in 
the  Wetherby  vicinity  will  require  some  early  attention  to 
the  need  and  de’sirability  to  remove  through  traffic  from  the 
township  of  Wietherby.  At  the  moment  both  proceeding  north 
or  south,  to  and  from  Knaresborough  and  Harrogate,  traffic 
has  to  pass  through  the  shopping  area  of  Wetherby  and  adds 
to  the  confusion  at  the  southern  terminal  of  the  Wetherby 
By-pass. 

(c)  Private  Street  Works 

There  has  been  considerable  activity  in  this  connection, 
and  the  accompanying  table  indicates  the  progress  in  con¬ 
nection  wth  the  making-up  of  private  streets.

In  addition  to  the  work  indicated  in  that  table  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  streets  on  private  housing  estates  has  been 
regulated  by  the  advanced  payments  code  prescribed  in  the 
Highways  Act,  1959.  23  estates  have  been  involved  and  a 

total  of  32  streets  included  in  ag'reements  amounting  in  total 
to  £114,609.  In  addition,  eight  further  e'states  involving  some 
twelve  streets  were  in  process  of  preparation  of  agreements 
in  this  connection.  All  these  cases  have  involved  the  detailed 
examination  of  the  estate  developers*  proposals  for  road  con¬ 
struction  and  the  provision  of  surface  water  drainage  together 
with  the’  detailed  day  to  day  supervision  of  work  during  con¬ 
struction.  Six  streets  have  been  formally  adopted  as  public 
highways.

There  have  been  18  appeals  made  against  refusal  of  plan¬ 
ning  permission  and  at  the  year  end  ten  cases  were  awaiting 
public  inquiry.  Of  the  decisions  given  by  the  Minister  two 
appeals  have  been  allowed  and  six  dismissed.  One  case,  in¬ 
volving  the  development  of  20  acres  of  land  at  Boston  Spa, 
was  referred  to  the  Minister  for  decision.  In  this  case  the 
Minister  refused  permission  for  development  and  indicated 
that  the  proper  use  of  this  land  should  be  considered  when  a 
comprehensive  village  plan  is  prepared.  Two  cases  were 
referred  by  the  Council  to  the  County  References  Committee 
and  in  one  case  the  Council’s  view  was  accepted. 
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(©)  Development  Plans  and  Green  Belt 

During  the  year  objections  to<  the  quinquennial  review  of 
the  County  Development  Plan  (including  the  green  belt)  were 
heard  by  the  Minister,  and  in  this  connection  your  Council 
made  ce'rtain  objections  regarding  proposed  modifications  to 
the  green  belt  zoning.  The  decision  of  the  Minister  is  still 
awaited. 

(f)  Tree  Preservation  Order 

Owing  to  the  considerable  pressure  of  work  within  the 
Department  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  deal  with  the 
proposed  Tree  Preservation  Order  for  the  parish  of  Boston 
Spa. 

(g)  Industrial  Areas 

There  has  again  been  marked  development  of  the  Council’s 
industrial  area  at  Wetherby,  and  the'  Thorp  Arch  Trading 
Estate  has  continued  to  develop  steadily,  where  there  are  now 
31  firms  established.  The  Council  have  under  construction  a 
factory  on  one  industrial  site  which  is  being  constructed  by 
agreement  with  an  Industrialist. 

(h)  Car  Parking 

The  Council  have'  given  considerable  attention  to  the 
problem  of  car  parking  and  at  the  year  end  a  survey  was  in 
hand  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  problem 


III.  HOUSING 


(a)  Housing  Progress 

Capital  assets  of  your  Council  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  stood  at  £3,083,354/13/1.  The  housing  programme  for 
1964  was  well  in  hand  during  the  year  and  the  long  delay  of 
the  1963  programme  was  not  repeated,  consequently  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Council  houses  under  construction  compared  with  the 
previous  year  shows  a  marked  reduction. 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  been  represented  on  the 
West  Yorkshire  Group  ol  Local  Authorities  investigating  the 
possibility  of  co-operation  in  the  provision  of  houses,  mainly 
by  industrialised  methods.  A  technical  committee  on  which 
I  have  served  has  made  considerable  progress  in  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  a  brief  as  the  basis  for  obtaining  prices  in  this 
connection. 
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The  Council’s  policy  of  providing  the  highest  possible 
standard  of  housing  consistent  with  Parker  Morris  recom¬ 
mendations  has  continued,  and  the  further  development  of 
the  provision  of  houses  heated  by  non-solid  fuel  methods 
continues.  The  Council  has  continued  its  policy  of  providing 
sites  for  private  developers  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
the  Wietherby  estate  has  made  considerable  progress.  The 
Boston  Spa  site  is  now  in  an  advanced  state  of  completion  of 
site  works  and  will  be  available  for  the  sale  of  plots  during 
the  ensuing  year.  Further  provision  is  being  made  in  the 
parishes  of  North  Rigton,  Long  Marston,  Collingham,  Thorner 
and  Clifford.

(b)  Aged  Persons  Housing 

The  Council  now  own  215  completed  units,  of  which  56 
are  in  the  form  of  two-storey  flats.  A  further  64  flats  are  in 
course'  of  construction  or  in  schemes  proposed.  During  the 
year  a  Warden's  Speech  Call  system  at  Wetherby  has  been 
completed  and  is  serving  31  aged  persons  houses,  and  it  is 
expected  that  during  the  ensuing  year  the're  will  be  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  these  systems  to  other  parishes.  An  outline  scheme 
for  an  aged  persons  community  centre  at  Wetherby  has  been 
approved  and  it  is  hoped  this  will  be  proceeded  with  during 
1965. 

(c)  Council  House  Improvements 

The  Housing  Manager  reports  that  the  Council  have  em¬ 
barked  on  a  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  pre-war  houses 
and  that  in  all  208  houses  are  proposed  to  be  improved.  93 
houses  are  already  in  hand.  During  the'  year  a  block  of  four 
Council  houses  at  Clifford  (which  have  suffered  increasingly 
from  subsidence  for  many  years)  were  thoroughly  investi¬ 
gated.  It  was  decided  that  repair  works  were  quite  uneco¬ 
nomical  and  that  the  premises  should  be  demolished.  The 
Minister’s  consent  has  been  obtained  and  it  is  expected  that 
houses  will  be  removed  during  the  ensuing  year. 

(d)  Existing  Houses 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  Slum  Clearance'  and 
16  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  present  position  of  the  slum  clearance  scheme  is  shown 
in  the’  following  table : —

(e)  Repair  of  Houses 

251  houses  have  been  repaired  or  made  ht  during  the  year 
to  a  greater  or  lesser  degnee  as  a  result  of  informal  and  formal 
action  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  Housing  Acts. 

I  have  not  included  this  year  a  summary  of  the  fitness 
classification  of  houses,  as  since  the  original  survey  of  houses 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a  comprehensive  re¬ 
survey  in  order  to  re-assess  the  position  and  consequently  to 
some  extent  figures  given  in  categorising  the  houses  could  be 
misleading.  It  is  hoped  to  conduct,  in  the  near  future,  a  re¬ 
assessment  survey  of  fitness  of  houses  in  conjunction  with 
other  survey  work.  Generally  speaking,  however,  the  overall 
position  is  very  satisfactory.  Nearly  half  of  the  house's  in 
your  district  have  been  erected  since  1945,  and  upwards  of 
three-quarters  since  1918.  There  has  been  an  extensive  pro¬ 
gramme'  of  modernisation  of  houses,  with  and  without  grants, 
and  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  been  most 
thoroughly  carried  out.  During  the  year  a  further  check  has 
been  made  of  the  known  border  line  houses  from  a  fitness 
point  of  view,  and  further  representations  will  be  made  in 
respect  of  houses  in  this  category. 

(f)  Improvement  Grants 

The  request  of  the  Minister  that  local  authorities  should 
attempt  to  persuade  owners  of  properties  to  carry  out  im¬ 
provement  schemes  on  the  basic  areas  has  continued,  and  the 
improvement  programme  accepted  by  the  Council  in  this  con¬ 
nection  has  met  with  a  fair  measure  of  success  in  that  more 
than  60%  of  the  houses  selected  for  action  have  been  the 
subject  of  applications  and  schemes  are  now  in  progress  in 
many  of  these  cases.  This  has  involved  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  in  persuading  owners  to  embark  on  schemes  they 
would  not  otherwise  have  considered.  The'  Housing  Act,  1964, 
has  given  to  Local  Authorities  powers  for  the  comulsory  im¬ 
provement  of  houses  in  certain  circumstances,  and  it  is  in¬ 
tended  to  make  certain  recommendations  to  the  Council  in 
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this  connection.  It  is  unfortunate,  however,  that  the  new 
legislation  does  not  enable’  the  Council  to  secure  the  compre¬ 
hensive  improvement  of  an  area,  and  that  the  powers  solely 
relate  to  tenanted  houses.  There  has  been  a  welcome'  increase 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  Grant,  and  73  applications 
compared  with  59  the  previous  year.  709  houses  have  now 
been  the  subject  of  Improvement  Grant  applications,  and  in 
all  but  40  cases  has  the  Grant  been  approved.  Forty-one 
conversions  are  included  in  the  approved  Grant  schemes.  The 
number  of  schemes  completed  now  total  604  and  61  schemes 
were  under  construction  at  the  year  end.  The  total  expendi¬ 
ture  on  Discretionary  Grants  now  totals  £560,662,  of  which 
sum  £174,488  has  been  spent  on  repair  ineligible  for  Grant. 
The  total  amount  of  Grant  allocated  is  £182,998,  of  which 
£137,818  has  been  paid  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Grant  schemes  cover 
27|-%  of  the  pre-1918  houses  and  16%  of  all  eligible  houses 
in  the  district. 

(g)  Advances 

The  following  loans  were  made 

16  in  respect  of  acquisition  of  houses  amounting  to  £25,805. 

17  in  respect  of  construction  of  houses  amounting  to<  £33,427. 

6  in  respect  of  alteration  of  a  pair  of  housing'  amounting  to 
£2,255.

(b)  Sanitary  Conveniences 

17  earth  closets  have  been  abolished  and  a  further  6  were 
under  conversion  at  the  e’nd  of  the  year.  Only  82  houses  now 
remain  with  this  type  of  convenience,  none  of  which  are  cap¬ 
able  of  being  dealt  with  by  Statutory  action.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  reduce  the  number. 
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(c)  Sewerage 

In  connection  with  new  housing  development,  sewer  con¬ 
struction  schemes  have  again  occupied  much  time.  Foul  and 
surface  water  sewers  are  being  provided  on  sixteen  site's  and 
further  schemes  are  under  preparation  involving  a  further  six 
sites. 

General  sewer  works  have'  been  as  follows  : — 

Storm  overflow  and  sewer  repair  at  Wetherby  have  been 

completed. 

Sewer  extensions  carried  out  at  Kirkby  Overblow,  Bramham, 

Long  Marston,  Boston  Spa  and  Wetherby. 

Sewer  diversion  at  Bramham. 

The  relaying  of  the  trunk  sewer  at  Bardsey  was  in  contract 

at  the  year  end. 

The  relaying  of  sewers  at  Boston  Spa  and  Thorp  Arch  is 
still  outstanding. 

The  Council  have  adopted  a  number  of  privately  con¬ 
structed  estate  sewers  as  Public  Sewers,  and  are  now  respon¬ 
sible  for  134  miles  of  public  sewer,  including  nine  pumping 
stations  and  eleven  storm  water  overflows. 

The  comprehensive  surface  water  drainage  of  the  western 
end  of  Boston  Spa,  and  also  the'  northern  part  of  Wetherby, 
has  now  been  completed.  Preliminary  investigations  regard¬ 
ing  off  site  surface  water  sewers  has  been  accelerated  by  the 
private  street  works  programme,  and  schemes  are  envisaged 
as  being  necessary  in  connection  with  street  works  at 
Bardsey,  Collingham,  East  Keswick  and  Scarcroft.  This  is  a 
problem  of  some  magnitude  and  expense  to  the  Council  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  new  private  housing  es¬ 
tates  under  the  advance  payment  clause  of  the  Highway  Act, 
1959. 

At  Clifford  the  Council  has  had  discussion  with  the  West 
Riding  County  Highways  Department  regarding  the  re-laying 
of  a  surface  water  culvert.  Detailed  schemes  were  prepared 
and  estimate's  provided  for  a  new  pipeline  designed  to  per¬ 
manently  eradicate  the  risk  of  flooding  on  land  roads  adjoining 
the  Council  estate.  The  decision  of  the  County  Council  in  this 
connection  is  still  awaited. 

Another  matter  which  has  occupied  some  time  and  is  not 
yet  by  any  means  resolved  is  the  serious  erosion  of  the 
southern  bank  of  the  river  between  Collingham  and  Wetherby 
which  threatens  the  Council's  trunk  sewer  laid  in  that  bank. 
Discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  Yorkshire  Ouse'  River 
Board,  who  accept  no1  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  bank.  The  matter  is  under  constant  supervision  so  that 
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remedial  measures  can  be  promptly  taken.  There  is  slight 
hope  that  the  action  of  the  river  is  being  transferred  to  the 
opposite  bank,  but  there  is  still  some  risk  of  drainage  to  the 
sewer  where  the  Linton  Syphon  crosses  the  river  and  joins 
with  the  trunk  sewer,  and  also  at  the  Wetherby  end  of  the 
threatened  length. 


(d)  Sewage  Disposal 

The  total  daily  dry  weather  How  of  sewage  now  received 
at  your  sewage  disposal  works  is  1,100,000  gallons  per  day. 
This  is  discharged  from  8,268  houses  in  your  own  district  and 
350  other  properties,  and  52  houses  and  a  large  factory  outside' 
the  district.  Maintenance  and  renewal  have  been  carried  out 
as  formerly,  but  at  nearly  all  the  works  there  are  accrued  long 
term  maintenance  items  which  will  require  fairly  heavy  ex¬ 
penditure  within  the'  next  few  years. 

The  main  structural  defects  arise  at  the  Thorp  Arch 
Sewage  Works  where  superficial  brickwork  decay  must  have 
attention  before  there  is  more  serious  damage'  to  the  struc¬ 
tures.  At  Wetherby  Sewerage  Works  defective  brickwork  to 
the  percolating  filter  and  fracture  of  concrete'  of  the  humus 
tank  will  require  early  attention.  At  all  works  fencing  is 
requiring  renewal,  and  generally  the  Council  must  face'  up  to 
a  fairly  large  expenditure  in  this  connection. 

The  major  problem,  however,  is  the  disposal  of  sewage 
sludge.  I  have  referred  to  this  in  my  report  on  numerous 
occasions  but  the  postiion  is  steadily  becoming  worse.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  production  of  sewage  sludge  is  now  5,000 
gallons  per  day.  This  has  to  be  de-watered  and  dried  out  so 
that  the  solid  sludge  can  be  handled  and  disposed  of.  Due  to 
inadequate  area  of  drying  beds,  together  with  increased  flow 
of  sewage  to  the  works,  there  is  no  surplus  accommodation 
at  any  works,  and  consequently  the  treatment  of  sewage  is 
seriously  affected  by  the  inablity  to  de-sludge  the  tanks  at 
the  requisite  regular  intervals.  This  gives  rise'  to  unsatis¬ 
factory  effluents  which  the  River  Board  will  not  tolerate. 

The  Council  have  recognised  the  seriousness  of  this 
position  and  the  proposed  refuse  disposal  pulverisation  plant 
incorporates  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  sludge  by  a  mixture 
with  the  pulverised  refuse.  Details  of  progress  on  this  scheme 
are  given  under  the  heading  of  “  Public  Cleansing.”  The  in¬ 
terim  period  before  such  a  scheme  can  come  into'  operation  is 
likely  to  be  an  extre'mely  difficult  one  and  whilst  it  is  hoped  to 
avoid  any  capital  expenditure  in  this  connection,  the  problem 
of  sludge  disposal  becomes  daily  more  acute. 
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The  increasing  industrial  development  in  the  district  has 
brought  with  it  an  increased  demand  for  the  discharge  of 
trade  effluent  into  the  Council’s  sewers,  and  during  the  year 
four  trade  effluent  agreements  have  been  made.  In  one  case 
legal  action  had  to  be'  taken  to  secure  the  satisfactory  prior 
treatment  of  sewage  before  discharge  into  the  sewers. 

The  reception  of  sewage  from  farms  is  causing  difficulties 
and  in  particular  of  two-  of  the  small  disposal  works.  It  has 
not  yet  been  possible,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work,  to 
carry  out  the  survey  necessary  to  establish  a  basis  for  charg¬ 
ing  for  the  reception  of  farm  drainage  at  your  sewage  works. 
It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  deal  with  this  matter 
during  the  comng  year  as  it  is  desirable  that  this  matter  should 
not  be  very  much  longer  delayed. 

I  commented  last  year  on  the  difficulties  of  attracting 
suitable  labour  for  the  proper  control  of  sewage  work  and 
the  consequent  necessity  of  greater  supervision  by  myself 
and  members  of  the  technical  staff.  The  need  for  observance 
of  proper  methods  is  increasingly  manifest,  and  I  welcome  the 
suggestion  that  courses  of  tuition  in  this  subject  shall  be 
provided  regionally  for  the  technical  staff.  I  fully  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  considerable  help  which  I  received  from  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Staff  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board. 

(e)  Financial  Statement 

The  total  cost  of  the  service  is  £29,934/0/0  and  excluding 
loan  charges  the  operational  costs  were  £13,439/12/4.  The 
income  was  £4,441/11/10,  and  loan  charges  amounted  to 
£16,494/7/8.  The  capital  assets  of  the  Council  for  this  service 
now  amount  to  £475,380/9/5. 

V.  WATER  SUPPLY 
(a)  Private  Supplies 

There  are  now  138  houses  in  the  district  obtaining  their 
water  from  private  supplies,  and  of  these  only  one  is  not  piped. 
An  attempt  is  made  to  annually  asse’ss  the  quality  and  purity 
of  all  these  supplies  and  during  the  year  45  samples  of  water 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis,  of  which  9  were  un¬ 
satisfactory.  Three  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains, 
5  new  bore  holes  were  provided  to<  replace  existing  unfit 
private  supplies,  and  4  private  borehole  supplies  we're  im¬ 
proved.  The  work  under  this  heading  has  been  reduced 
materially  but  is  still  of  considerable  importance,  as  in  a  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  the  private’  supply  is  to  schools  or  groups  of 
houses,  and  they  are  really  small  semi-public  supplies,  albeit 
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they  are  private  in  character.  The  Claro  Water  Board  have 
agreed  to  extend  the'ir  mains  to  the  Ingmanthorpe  area  of  the 
district  under  guarantee  by  your  Council.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
supply  will  be  available  for  use  at  an  early  date.  The  Council 
have  also  requested  the  Water  Board  to  submit  their  terms 
for  the  extension  of  supply  in  the  Moor  Lane  area  of  East 
Keswick. 

(b)  Puibiliic  Supply 

47  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analy¬ 
sis,  of  which  only  one  was  unsatisfactory.  The  Claro  Water 
Board  supply  all  the  parishes  in  the'  district  with  the  exception 
of  Harewood  and  Weeton  which  are  supplied  by  Leeds  Cor¬ 
poration.  The  bulk  sotfening  of  water  programme  of  the 
Claroi  Water  Board  has  been  developed  during  the  year  and 
only  one  major  supply  under  their  control,  namely  Bramham, 
requires  treatment.  A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  this 
purpose’.  There  have  been,  however,  fluctuations  in  the  hard¬ 
ness  of  the  water  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  district. 
This  has  been  due  to  the  intermixing  of  hard  and  soft  waters 
and  to  other  causes.  The  matter  has  been  discussed  from 
time  to  time  with  the’  Claro*  Board  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  more 
consistent  quality  of  water  will  be  achieved  in  all  districts 
pending  the  completion  of  the  soft  water  supply.  The  public 
supplies  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  generally 
without  any  difficulty  and  the  Claro  Water  Board  and  Leeds 
Corporation  have  given  excellent  service  to  the  consumers  in 
the’  area. 


Vi.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING,  TRANSPORT  AND  SALVAGE 

(a)  The  Public  Cleansing  Service 

The  main  feature  of  operation  during  the  year  has  again 
been  the  labour  problem  associated  with  the  increasing  amount 
of  refuse  arising  from  new  properties  and  from  the  continually 
changing  composition  and  bulk  of  refuse.  As  I  have  previously 
indicated  the  changing  methods  of  house  management,  includ¬ 
ing  methods  of  heating,  have  made  a  considerable  change  in 
the'  constituency  of  refuse,  and  this  has  reflected  itself  in  the 
bulk  of  refuse  which  has  been  removed  and  the  problems  of 
disposal.  In  general,  a  seven  day  service  has  been  consistently 
given  throughout  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  slight 
departures  immediately  after  Bank  Holidays.  Analysis  of 
collection  rounds  has  been  a  consistent  task  to  eliminate  dead 
collection  time,  and  this  has  been  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
introduction  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  operated 
from  April,  1964,  in  respect  of  two  collection  areas,  and  in¬ 
creased  later  in  the  year  to  a  third  team.  There  is  no  doubt 
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that  the  bonus  scheme  has  at  least  ensured  the  maintenance 
of  round  collection  with  benefit  not  only  to  the  worker  but 
also  to  the  householder.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  during  the 
coming  year  the  scheme  can  be  extended  to  the  whole  of  the 
service.  The  paper  sack  refuse  scheme  has  been  slowly  ex¬ 
tended  to  more  new  private  houses  throughout  the  district 
and  some  1,500  houses  are  now  served  by  this  system.  This 
scheme  has  been  of  considerable  benefit  in  helping  us  to  main¬ 
tain  regular  collections,  and  the  overall  cost  would  appear  to 
be  reasonable.  By  this  method  virtually  dustless  loading  is 
provided  with  very  much  greater  hygiene  of  refuse  storage  at 
the  house.. 

The  problems  arising  from  the  scheme  have  been  few, 
the  most  important  being  that  of  capacity.  Many  householders 
have  found  that  one  bag  is  unsufficient  for  their  needs,  but 
this  is  equally  true  of  the  ordinary  dustbin  and  arises  from  the 
increasing  bulk  of  refuse.  The  unlimited  distribution  of  sacks, 
however,  would  play  havoc  with  the  economies  of  the  paper 
sack  scheme,  and  it  has  therefore  been  necessary  to  introduce 
a  measure  of  control  of  the  issue  of  bags,  but  where  there  is 
a  reasonable  need  for  more  than  one  bag  this  is  readily  ac¬ 
ceded  to.  The  question  of  bulk  refuse — that  is,  bulky  articles 
of  furniture,  bedding  and  other  commodities  including  garden 
refuse  which  cannot  readily  be  disposed  of  with  household 
refuse — is  a  matter  of  some  concern,  and  whilst  as  much  of 
this  is  removed  as  possible,  some  regular  scheme  for  dealing 
with  this  problem  is  necessary.  1  hope  during  the  coming 
year  to  make  positive  suggestions  to  the  Council  in  this  con¬ 
nection. 

(b)  Transport 

The  Council  have  followed  its  policy  regarding  transport 
and  has  taken  delivery  of  a  further  large  capacity  continuous 
loading  compression  vehicle.  The  policy  is  to  ensure  that  the 
Council  have  an  adequate  fleet  of  vehicle's  capable  of  being 
operated  when  central  disposal  of  refuse  is  impossible.  I 
would  however  mention  that  the  maintenance  of  all  the  vehic¬ 
le's  has  caused  me  some  concern.  The  oldest  vehicle,  which 
has  operated  foot*  over  fourteen  years,  was  disposed  of  during 
the  year,  and  two  vehicles  which  have  operated  for  twelve 
years  are  now  used  as  reserve  vehicles.  The  need  however  to 
have  reliable  vehicles  for  this  purpose  poses  the  question  as 
to  whether  it  is  wise  to  retain  vehicles  as  long  and  then  expect 
them  to  give  consistently  good  service  in  emergencies.  I  hope 
that  the  Council  will  seriously  consider  a  policy  of  regular 
renewal  of  vehicles  at  stated  intervals  rather  than  to  continue 
to  operate  vehicles  for  a  number  of  years  beyond  the  period 
of  reliable  and  efficient  service. 
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(c)  Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year  two  tips  have  been  closed  and  eight  tips 
are  now  in  operation,  blit  the  capacity  of  these'  tips  is  being 
rapidly  utilised  and  it  is  expected  that  during  the  ensuing  year 
a  further  fo«ur  tips  will  be  completed.  My  estimate  of  total 
tipping  accommodation  available  in  tips  under  the  Council’s 
control  is  that  of  a  period  of  approximately  four  years.  Every 
endeavour  is  made  to  control  the  tips  to  the  utmost  of  the 
facilities  available  to  us,  but  to  give  consistent  uniform  control 
at  eight  tips  is  impossible.  It  is  not  possible  to  have  the  single 
mechanical  shovel  available  at  each  tip  when  it  is  needed.  It 
can  only  circulate  round  the  tips  approximately  twice  per 
week.  In  consequence,  greater  areas  of  uncovered  refuse'  are 
left  exposed  than  I  deem  satisfactory.  A  second  problem  is 
the  changing  nature  of  refuse  resulting  in  spongy  soft  tips 
and  the  inability  to  obtain  adequate  quantities  of  suitable 
covering  and  sealing  material.  During  the  year,  to  assist  in 
this  problem,  the  Council  authorised  the  use  of  large  scale 
excavation  plant  to  excavate  tipping  trenches  at  one  large  tip 
and  to  stock  pile  recovered  material  for  covering.  A  similar 
machine  was  also  employed  to  excavate  sand  and  gravel  for 
this  purpose.  The  cost  however  of  control  has  increased 
materially  in  the’  last  two  years  and  will  continue  to  increase 
in  proper  observance  of  the  tipping  regulations.  The  proposal 
to  proceed  with  a  pulverisation  scheme  for  refuse  incorporat¬ 
ing  sludge  disposal  has  proceeded,  and  a  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  has  be'en  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  respect  of  36.58 
acres  of  land  at  Thorp  Arch  as  a  site  for  the  plant  and  for  the 
disposal  of  the  treated  refuse,  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
15  and  76  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  is  hoped  that 
marked  progress  will  be  made  during  the'  ensuing  year  in  this 
scheme.  Data  has  been  obtained  as  a  basis  of  design  of  a 
plant.  Planning  consent  has  been  obtained  to  the  scheme  and 
the  general  approval  of  the'  Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board,  the 
Claro  Water  Board  and  the  Land  Drainage  Authority  also 
obtained. 

(d)  Litter 

During  the  year  the  litter  receptacles  in  the  parishes  of 
Wtetherby  and  Boston  Spa  have  been  renewed  and  a  new  and 
improved  type  introduced  which  has  made'  a  material  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  litter  position  in  the  two  parishes.  There  are  now 
a  hundred  and  forty  litter  receptacle's  used  throughout  the 
district.  The  indiscriminate  and  unauthorised  tippng  of  bulky 
refuse,  garden  waste,  discarded  furniture,  car  bodies,  etc.,  in 
country  lanes  and  waste  land  in  your  district  has  continued  to 
be  a  problem.  The  Council  have',  as  and  when  labour  has  been 
available,  arranged  for  a  clean  up  of  these  areas.  In  one 
collection  in  one  week  some  35  tons  of  bulky  material  was 
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collected  and  removed  to  the  tip,  and  this  is  only  a  small 
amount  of  the'  total  quantity  removed  during  the  year.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  whilst  the  problem  is  by  no  means  confined  to 
any  one  part  of  the  district,  it  is  more  acute  within  a  certain 
radius  of  the  City  of  Leeds,  and  it  is  quite  obvious  that  much 
of  the  material  dumped  in  your  area  has  its  origin  outside 
your  district. 

(e)  Trade  Refuse 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  agreed  on  a  scale  of 
charges  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse,  which 
has  for  the  first  time  placed  this  on  a  proper  workable  basis. 

(f)  Financial  and  General  Statement 

The  total  expenditure  amounted  to*  £35,756/12/4;  income 
received  was  £1,713/16/0,  making  a  nett  loss  of  £34,042/16/4. 
This  includes  the  loss  on  salvage1  collection,  cost  of  dustbin 
replacement,  provision  of  litter  baskets  and  other  incidentals. 

The  nett  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  alone 
amounted  to  £33,439/4/9.  Of  this,  transport  cost  £4,710/14/9, 
wages  £19,291/9/6;  the  1963  figure  being  respectively  £4,243 
and  £17,725. 

(g)  Salvage 

There  is  little  to  comment  on  under  this  heading.  The 
sales  of  salvage  amounted  to  £298/6/3  and  expenditure  was 
£901/17/10. 

(h)  Dustbin  Replacement  Scheme 

442  dustbins  and  379  sackholders  were  issued  under  the 
scheme  during  the  year,  and  includes  39  dustbins  and  268 
sackholders  which  were  sold.  151,310  paper  sacks  were  pur¬ 
chased,  and  of  these  123,000  were  used. 

(i)  Working  party  on  refuse  collection 

The  working  party  on  refuse  collection  set  up  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with  the'  consent 
of  the  Council,  has  had  a  very  active  and  busy  year  and  I  hope 
that  when  its  recommendations  are  made  known  it  will  enable 
a  much  improved  service  to  be  provided  throughout  the 
country.

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VIII.  SUPERVISION  OF  WORK  PLACES 

(a)  Factories  Act,  1961 

Work  effected  under  this  heading  is  indicated  in  Appendix 
B.  There  has  been  a  considerable'  amount  of  discussion  with 
new  factories  being*  established  in  the  area  in  securing  ade¬ 
quate  facilities,  and  the  work  in  this  connection  is  not  re¬ 
flected  in  the'  statistical  table  appended. 

(b)  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Act,  1963. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964,  but  certain  adminis¬ 
trative  provisions  came  into  effect  on  the  1st  May,  1965,  those 
provisions  required  under  Section  49  of  the  Act  for  the  notifi¬ 
cation  by  employers  of  the  employment  of  persons  in  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises,  and  was  generally  referred  to 
as  the  registration  of  premises.  Throughout  the'  year  regis¬ 
tration  took  place  of  the  various  premises  within  your  district 
which  came  within  the  scope  of  the  Act,  and  on  receipt  of 
these  forms  of  registration  a  Register  has  been  formed  of  all 
the  premises  and  preliminary  inspections  have  been  carried 
out  with  a  view  tO'  ascertaining  the  implications  of  the  Act 
within  your  district.  It  was  considered  that,  in  conjunction 
with  inspections  being  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  inspections  could  also  be  carried 
out  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  with  a 
view  to  completing  a  comprehensive  survey  under  both  Acts. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1964  a  total  of  146  registration  forms 
have  been  received,  and  a  ‘pilot’  survey  was  carried  out  in  the 
Market  Place,  Wetherby,  in  order  to*  allow  the  inspectors  to 
familiarise  themselve's  with  the  complicated  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

The  Act  is  probably  the  most  complicated  piece  of  legis¬ 
lation  placed  before  the  Public  Plealth  Inspectors  in  the  history 
of  Public  Health  work.  The  Act  in  itself  is  extremely  involved 
and  complicated,  and  the  Ministry  has  issued  circulars  to  guide 
Local  Authorities  in  the  administration  of  the  Act,  and  have 
also  supplements  to  those  circulars  to  further  explain  the 
requirements. 

Various  Regulations  have  also  been  made  under  the  Act 
including  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 
(Exemption  No.  1)  Order,  1964,  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Rail¬ 
way  Premises  First  Order,  1964,  The  Washing  Facilities  Regu¬ 
lations,  1964,  The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations,  1964, 
and  the  Prescribed  Dangerous  Machines  Order,  1964. 

By  the  end  of  1964,  29  premises  had  been  surve'yod  under 
the  Act,  and  various  works  were  in  progress  of  being  carried 
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out  and  negotiations  for  works  were  in  progress.  The  work 
of  routine  inspection  will  necessarily  be'  slow  but  progress  is 
being  made,  and  appended  below  are  tables  indicating  the 
statistics  relating  to>  the  Act  to  the  end  of  1964.

(c)  Agricultural  Premises 

It  has  been  possible  to  effect  improvements  at  seven  pre¬ 
mises.  It  is  intended  that  as  soon  as  pressure  of  other  duties 
permits,  to  effect  a  thorough  survey  of  agricultural  premises 
to  ascertain  the  outstanding-  works  required  under  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Welfare  Provisions  Act  and  for  other  purposes  affect¬ 
ing  agricultural  premises. 

IX.  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  General 

As  I  indicated  last  year  the  work  under  this  heading  has 
continued  but  has  been  rather  sporadic,  and  I  am  very  anxious 
that  more  regular  routine  inspections  can  be  effected.  To  this 
extent  the  opportunity  is  being  taken  in  connection  with  the 
survey  of  premises  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  to  deal  with  all  food  shops  and  food  establish¬ 
ments  in  order  that  a  thorough  che'ck  can  be  made  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  appertaining  therein.  This  however  must  be  followed  by 
regular  visits.  Slowly  the  number  of  food  premises  increases 
and  the  year  has  seen  an  increase  of  7  in  the  premises  affected 
by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  There  are  now  75  catering  est¬ 
ablishments,  6  bakehouses  and  182  food  shops  and  stores  of 
varying  descriptions.  Included  in  this  are  some  49  licensed 
premises,  the  condition  of  which  varies  tremendously  and  in 
respect  of  which  I  hope  to  make  a  further  survey.  During 
the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  improvements  in  10 
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food  premises,  and  in  12  other  cases  minor  contraventions  of 
the  food  hygiene'  regulations  have  been  dealt  with.  Foreign 
bodies  in  food  appear  to  be  increasing,  and  during  the  year 
we  had  6  reported  cases.  There  is,  however,  a  very  marked 
reluctance  on  the'  part  of  purchasers  of  commodities  so  af¬ 
fected  to  be  prepared  to  give  evidence,  and  in  one  case  the 
Council  would  have  instituted  legal  proceedings  had  the  pur¬ 
chaser  been  prepared  to  have  supported  the  Council.  In 
addition  to  this  we  have  had  three  cases  of  mouldy  bread  and 
confectionery.  The  practice  of  pre-wrapping  such  goods  would 
appear  to  have  made'  some  contribution  to  this  problem,  coup¬ 
led  with  the  improper  handling  of  pre-packed  goods  by  the 
retailer  in  that  they  are  not  regularly  rotated  in  store. 

(b)  Milk  Supply 

The  sale  of  milk  throughout  your  area  is  restricted  to  one 
of  the  prescribed  special  designations,  but  the  incidence  of 
brucellosis  would  suggest  that  there  is  need  to  ensure  that  all 
milk  should  be  heat  treated  before  sale.  This  year  four  out¬ 
breaks  of  brucellosis  have  been  dealt  with  and  30  samples  of 
milk  were  submitted  for  ring  test  examination,  and  of  this 
number  7  were  positive. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  at  the  farm  voluntarily  by 
the  farmers  to  deal  with  the  offe'nding  animals.  There  has 
been  some  improvement  in  the'  condition  of  retail  sale  of  milk 
in  that  milk  bottles  have  improved,  but  this  is  by  no'  means 
satisfactory. 

(c)  Ice  Cream 

78  premises  are  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  wrapped 
ice  cream ;  there  is  no  manufacturer  within  the'  district.  It 
has  again  been  difficult  to  check  the  quality  of  products  sold 
by  vendors  of  ice  cream  from  mobile  vans.  14  samples  of  ice 
cream  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  test,  and 
37  were  satisfactory. 

(d)  Meat 

A  new  slaughterhouse  having  been  licensed  during  the 
year  brings  the  total  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  to  five,  and 
100%  meat  inspection  has  been  secured.  There  has  been  a 
reduction  over  the  last  three  years  of  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered,  but  because  of  the  distribution  and  time  of 
slaughtering,  no  ve'ry  marked  reduction  in  the  work  involved 
in  this  connection.  11  premises  are  registered  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  sausages.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Nidderdale  Rural  District  to  cover  each  others  area  in  an 
emergnecy  with  the  Inspectors  of  each  Authority.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  export  certification  with  a  local 
canner  on  appropriate  payment.

I  have  already  reported  that  the  condition  of  licensed 
premises  is  not  so  good  as  I  would  wish,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
carry  out  a  detailed  inspection  during  the  next  year  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the'  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 

survey. 


X.  MISCELLANEOUS 


(a)  Camping  Sites 

There  are  now  six  sites  in  the  area  with  124  structures 
thereon  consisting  of  bungalows  and  caravans.  There  has 
been  a  steady  implementation  of  the  conditions  imposed  in 
connection  with  site’  licences ;  in  one  case,  however,  the  owners 
have  indicated  that  they  do1  not  intend  to>  carry  out  the  re¬ 
quirements  necessary  for  the  continued  occupation  of  the  site, 
and  as  no  caravans  are  thereon  and  the  site  is  restricted  to 
bungalows,  and  each  of  these  bungalows  has  had  a  life  under 
the  planning  consent,  it,  is  intended  by  the  owners  to  allow  the 
site  to*  run  down  and  ultimately  be  closed.  During  the  year 
one  site  at  Bardsey,  as  a  result  of  a  successful  planning  appeal, 
has  been  allowed  to  be  slightly  extended. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  attempts  to  obtain  permission 
for  residential  camping  sites  in  the  area.  These  have  not  been 
successful.  There  would,  however,  appear  to  be'  some  need 
for  transit  site  to  accommodate  caravans  utilising  the  main 
trunk  roads.  This  need  has  been  partially  met  by  allowing 
the  use  of  the  car  park  at  Wetherby  overnight,  but  this  is 
hardly  a  satisfactory  site  for  this  purpose’. 
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(b)  Public  Conveniences 

Washing  facilities  have  been  installed  in  the  Wetherby 
(Cross  Street)  conveniences,  and  the  whole  of  the  conveni¬ 
ences  have  been  redecorated  during  the  year.  The  attempts 
of  the  Council  to  provide  excellent  facilities  in  this  connection 
are  undermined  time  and  time  again  by  the  irresponsble  atti¬ 
tude  of  certain  users.  The  amount  of  damage  and  vandalism 
7?hich  takes  place'  in  these  conveniences  is  most  disheartening. 

(c)  Schools 

The  new  secondary  modern  school  at  Wetherby  has  now 
commenced  construction.  The  new  junior  school  at  Alwoodley 
has  been  completed  and  it  is  proposed  during  the  ensuing  year 
to  ere'et  a  new  primary  school  at  Wetherby. 

(d)  Bathing  Pools 

There  are  two  full-sized  and  three  learner  pools  attached 
to  the  schools  in  the  area.  Due  to  vandalism,  the  paddling 
pools  at  the  Wetherby  St.  George’s  Field  has  to  be'  very  seri¬ 
ously  restricted  in  use  and  is  only  fdled  for  very  limited  periods 
during-  the  summer.  A  need  in  the  area  for  a  swimming  pool 
both  for  the  use  of  childre'n  and  adults  is  well  established, 
and  particularly  in  view  of  the  need  to  ensure  safe  swimming 
facilities  other  than  the  river,  which  is  an  attraction  for  chil¬ 
dren  and  adults  who  can  swim  but  which  is  an  ever  present 
source  of  danger.  The  financial  cost  involved  in  such  operation 
cannot  be  lightly  ignored. 

(e)  Petrol  Storage 

The  survey  referred  to  last  year  has  been  completed  and 
the  requirements  now  inserted  into  licenses,  after  consultation 
with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  County  Council,  have 
been  complied  with.  There  are  now  26  filling  stations  and  35 
storing  installations  in  your  district. 

(f)  Dangerous  Buildings 

It  has  only  been  necessary  to  deal  informally  with  one' 
dangerous  building  during  the  year. 

(g)  Land  Charges 

945  land  charge  requisitions  have  been  referred  to*  me  for 
scrutiny,  which  compares  with  944  in  the  previous  year. 

(h)  Market 

The  further  development  of  the  market  and  the  policy  of 
replacing  the  old  type  stalls  has  continued,  7  new  stalls  having 
been  purchased  during  the  year.  Work  has  also  commenced 
on  the  final  conversion  scheme  for  the  Market  Hall.  The 
remainder  of  the  Market  Hall  space  is  now  being  converted 
into  a  further  shop. 
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(i)  Car  Park 

The  car  parks  at  Wetherby  have  continued  to  give  excel¬ 
lent  service  but  are  obviously  becoming  at  certain  times  over¬ 
loaded,  and  for  this  reason  your  Council  asked  me  to  carry  out 
a  survey  of  car  parking  facilities  in  the  town.  This  was 
considered  by  the  Council  and  certain  recommendations  have 
been  made  to  the  County  Council  regarding  street  parking  in 
the  town,  and  further  consideration  is  to  be  given  regarding 
the  provision  of  additional  off-street  car  parking  facilities. 

The  movement  of  traffic  in  Wietherby  in  relation  to  park¬ 
ing  is  of  considerable  importance  and  the  whole  of  this  subject 
is  one  on  which  urgent  action  is  required.  The  one-way  traffic 
scheme  for  Bank  Street,  which  has  been  an  experimental  oper¬ 
ation  for  some  time,  was  under  review  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  whole  matter,  however,  should  be  seriously  considered  in 
relation  to  a  Wetherby  town  centre  development  scheme.

(k)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1960 

Under  this  heading  15  premises  are  now  registered  and 
are  subject  to  regular  inspection. 
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(i)  Street  Lighting 

The  Council  are  now  responsible  for  street  lighting 
schemes  in  the'  Alwoodley  area  of  the  parish  of  Harewood, 
which  is  a  special  lighting  district.  In  this  area  there  has 
been  a  steady  development  of  street  lighting  facilities.  The 
Council  have  also  been  the  lighting  authority  for  the  parish 
of  Walton. 


(m)  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Wigton  Moor  Smoke  Control  Order  is  now  operative 
and  affects  450  premises.  Five  grants  amounting  to  £101/13/0 
have  been  paid  during  the  year.  The  detailed  observance  of 
the  area  shows  that  in  general  the  Order  has  been  reasonably 
well  observed.  The  only  contraventions  have  been  minor  ones 
which  have  been  dealt  with  informally. 

(n)  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Considerable  use  of  the  Council's  disinfestation  service 
has  been  made  during  the  year,  more  in  respect  of  domestic 
insect  pests  than  disease  carrying  ones. 

(o)  Contracts 

Again  work  under  this  heading  continues  to-  grow  and  1 
have  indicated  in  various  sections  of  the  report  the  large 
volume  of  work  in  hand.
